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Applicants amendment dated July 20, 2005, has been fully considered. 

Applicant argued Yamanishi discloses a refrigerator operated as a heat pump, 
but not exactly a heat pump. Please note it does not matter if a real heat pump is in the 
system of Yamanishi. The fact that Yamanishi teaches a device operated as a heat 
pump meaning the heat pump function is needed in Yamanishi. 

Applicant argued Wilkinson et al does not disclose the heat recovery concept of a 
turbine. Please note this is a 103 rejection, Applicant should not attack the references 
initially while the 103 rejection is based on two references. Wilkinson does not need to 
show that heat recovery concept because that is known and shown in the primary 
reference of Yamanishi. 

Applicant argued the applied references do not teach carbon dioxide as a 
refrigerant, and it would not have been obvious to do so. The Examiner agrees and the 
rejections to claims 2 and 4 have been withdrawn. Claims 2 and 4 are now objected to 
on the merit. 

This Office Action has been made final. 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 , 3, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
JP 05-296009 (Yamanishi et al) in view of U.S. 4333515 (Wilkinson et al). Yamanishi 
et al discloses an exhaust heat recovery system comprising a steam turbine 2, a 
condenser 4 acting as a heat exchanger as claimed, an evaporator 5c for a refrigerator 
5 comprising a heat pump. Yamanishi et al does not disclose the compression heat 
pump type being used. Wilkinson et al is relied upon to disclose it's well known to use 
compression heat pump in a waste heat recovery system of a steam turbine plant (note 
. column 1 ). It would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to use compression heat pump in the system of 
Yamanishi et al as taught by Wilkinson et al for the purpose of more effectively 
generating electricity. 

Claims 2, 4, are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
